Marti were expected 
to land on the south coast, but there is 
some uncertainty about their exact des- 
iination, as they were forced to move 
with great caution. and had gone to 
Vera Cruz for tne purpose of deceiving 


the Spanish authorities, 

‘Men who are high in the councils of 
the Cuban party here, and who were in- 
trusted with the date set for the upris- 
ing, said last night that with the arms 
which have been smuggled into Cuba 
during the last few weeks, and which 
were landed near Matanzas and other 
points, and those already in the posses- 
‘sion of the patriot forces, Gen. Gomez 
would be able to arm 3000 men at once 
and many more within a very short 
time. 

Yesterdays’s dispatches mean, doubt- 
less, that the five-barred patriot flag had 
been raised again, and that the long ex- 
iled Cuban chiefs have returned ‚to. es- 
tablish a free republic or perish in the 
attempt. ‘The leaders who went from 
New York are marked men, with prices 
on their heads. < 


' Arms have been landed on the island

FLAGS OF NATIONS. 


Banners of Feudal Times and Birth of the 
Union Jack. 

At the Imperial Institute, London, re- 
cently, Prof. Hulme, in tracing the 
historical uses of flags, said that in 
the early days the retainers under each 
over-lord’s banner formed small gath- 
erings of their own, no official banners 
being used prior to the Norman con- 
quest; but when the feudal system came 
to an end, and standing armies were 
established, a national flag became a 
necessity. When the English went to 
battle in Scotland or abroad, the ban- 
ners of St. Edmund, St. Cuthbert and 
other saints were always conspicuous 
features. The flags were frequently 
entrusted to the keeping of monks, 
and a record is still extant of a monk 
of Beverley Abbey being paid by the 
sovereign at the rate of ninepence 


per day for sustenance money on ac- 
count of the guardianship of a banner, 
and for performing mass on the battle- 
field. Later the names of saints be- 
come merged in the general war cry of 
“St. George for England,’ and this 
was used at Crecy, Agincourt, and 
many other battles, aud the flag con- 


tinued in national use for nearly 300 
vears, as shown by manuscripts, the 
battle scenes painted by Holbein, and 
contemporary evidences. After the 
death of Queen Elizabeth, the two 


countries of England and Scotland were 
united under one King in 1606 (James 
First of England and Sixth Scotland), 
the name “Union Jack’ first arose. 
Considerable doubt exists as to the or- 
igin of the name, some holding that the 
King’s heralds spoke of him as 
“Jacques,” while others ascribe it to 
the short surcoat, called the ‘‘Jacque,”’ 
which was worn, by the soldiers, and 
from which our word jacket is derived. 
This surcoat had the Cross of St. George 
embroidered upon it. Neither explan- 
ation was altogether satisfactory, but 
no other more definite reason could now 
be assigned. This flag, showing the first 
union of the Cross of St. George with 
that of St. Andrew, lasted for some 
200 years. At first there was consid- 
erable dissatisfaction on the vart of the 
Scotch, with many irregularities in 
the treatment of the Sag, based on the 
fact that the Cross of St. George was 
placed over the Cross of St. 
thus offending the national pride. The 
same feeling was exhibited in the case 
of the royal standard, where the lion 
of Scotland held a secondary position, 
and aiso with regard to the unicorn, 
one of the supporters, which was placed 
on the sinister side of the shield, while 
the lion of Engiand oooup led the dexter 
or more honorable position. ' Both in 
England and in Scotland, after the 
ion, each often used their een flags.

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These artificial pearls have much of 
the lustre and beauty of the real gems, 
but are sold at a much lower rate by 
honest jewellers. Experts can color 
pearls black, pink, gray and other col- 
ors by the use of chemicals. For in- 
stance, a pearl put in nitrate of silver 
turns black., But pearl raisers have a 
trick worth two of that. Certain kinds 
of fresh water mussels bear pink pearls, 
and pearl oysters produce different col- 
ored pearls, according to the part of the 
oyster which Is irritated by the foreign 
substance. The artificial pearl producer 
knows this and plants his seed accord- 
ingly. In Washington is an artificial 

ink pearl as large as a pigeon’s egg, 
and its heart Is a bit of beeswax. 

Perfectly round pearls which weigh 
over 25 grains each are scarce and com- 
mand large prices, but such pearls are 
natural. Artificial pearls are usually 
flaton one side. 


TO MAKE TEA BY ELECTRICITY. 

A firm of London silversmiths has 
produced an electric teakettle, which is 
said to have considerable vogue in Lon- 
don drawing rooms. 

The primary and very appreciable at- 
traction of the electric kettle is its ab- 
solute cleanliness. There are, of course, 
no fumes of any kind from the electric 
light which is used to produce the heat, 
and therefore the process of using the 
kettle is absolutely cleanly. Nor is the 
simplicity of the new kettle and its 
method of use any less admirable thaa 


its perfect cleanliness. It is only neces- 
sary to attach the cord in which the 
electric wires are inclosed to any con- 
nection which maybe fitted up in a 
room for lighting purposes, and the ap- 
paratus is in working order in a mo- 
ment. The kettle, which is a very 
shapely and. agreeable production, is 
made in such a way that when it is 
filled with water and placed upon the 
stand in which is the electric lamp, it 
can be tilted up and the water. poured 
from it without the necessity of remov- 
ing it from the stand, and by this 
means the risk of scalding the hands o. 
of spilling the water is avoided. The 
lamps with which these kettles are fit- 
ted are of varying powers ranging from 
8 to 50 candle power, the most use- 
ful size, which is generally recommend- 
ed for ordinary purposes, being a 16- 
candle power. This size is. very ser- 
viceable and economical in usage, and 
capable of affording all the heat which 
is required under ordinary circum- 
stances. A lamp of this strength is 
amply sufficient to keep boiling water 
hot as long as may be necessary; while 
one of 50-candle power will boil a pint 
of quite cold water in 12 minutes, while 
to go to the other extreme one of even 
eight-candle power will suffice to keep 
water hot.

SHAKESPEARE OR BACON. 


The Inquiry Made in Congress Was Be- 
cause of This Controveray. 

It turns out that it was not,Mr. Walk- 
er who inquired as to the authorship of 
“The Merchant of Venice’ on the floor 
of the House the other day, as was gen- 
erally supposed, says the Washington 
Post. It will be remembered that Mr. 
Bryan of Nebraska, bent on making a 
strong point in his opposition to the 
President’s. proposed bond issue, had the 
clerk read the terms of the blood con- 
tract drawn up by Shylock. Before Mr. 
Bryan could proceed to draw an elo- 
quent parallel between this and the bond 
entered into by the President and the 
money lenders, some member naively 
asked who wrote the scene which had 
been read by the clerk. The voice came 
from the direction of the House where 
Mr. Walker has his seat, and, so far as 
the reporters in the press gallery could 
make out, the question was asked by 
that gentleman. This, now, turns out 
to be a mistake. 

The inquiry was made by Mr. Been, 
the Populist member from Minnesota. 
Mr. Boen, in part, represents the state 
in which Ignatius Donnelly, the author 


of the Baconian cipher theory, has his 
home, and Mr. Boen’s inquiry was 
prompted py a desire to obtain a cate-

its, are of a different kind, and anything 
like a full account of such would, I am 
convinced, form a dark chapter in the 
history of our popular superstitions. In 
all ages there have been persons who 
have lived by imposing on the vulgar or 
illiterate, and pretending to possess su- 
pernatural nowers. Others, either 
through heedlessness or a wanton spirit 
of mischief, have inflicted scarcely less 
injury on society: by terrifying children 
and weak-minded persons with tales of 
ghosts and other spectral appearances. 
Jt is nearly 135 years since London, the 
English metropolis, was thrown ‘nto a 
state of extraordinary excitement by 
the Cock lane ghost; and as the history 
of this affair will best illustrate the ab- 
surdity of this class of illusions, and 
to show that ‘spiritual knockings’ did 
not originate in Rochester, N. Y., in 
1848; but were known nearly 90 years 
before that time, I will relate the story 
of that remarkable affair. 


“About the year 1759, a Mr. Kempe, a 
gentleman from the county of Norfolk, 
came to reside with the sister of his 
deceased wife, in the house of a Mr. 
Parsons in Cock lane, near Smithfield, 


London. The lady, it appears, slept 


with the girl, the daughter. of Parsons, 
and complained of being disturbed with 
very unaccountable noises. From this 
or some other cause, Mr. Kempe and his 
sister-in-law removed to another lodg- 
ing in Bartlett street. Here, unfortu- 
nately, the lady, who passed by the 
name of Mrs. Kempe, was attacked 
with smallpox and died, and on the 2d 
of February, 1760, her body was interred 
in a vault of St. John’s Church, Clerk- 
enwell. 


“From this event two years elapsed, 
when a report was spread that great 
knock.ng and scratching had been heard 
in the night at the house of Parsons, to 
the great terror of all the family; all 
methods employed to discover the cause 
of it being ineffectual. The noise was 
always heard under the bed in which 
lay two children, the oldest of whom 
had slept with Mrs. Kempe, as already 
mentioned, during her residence in this 
house.

Tho 
children were then removed to another 
room, whither they were followed by 
the same noise, which sometimes con- 
tinued during the whole night. 


“From these circumstances, it was 
apprehended that the house was haunt- 
ed; and the elder child declared that 
she had some time before, seen the ap- 
parition of a woman, surrounded, as 
is were, by a: blazing light. But the 
girl was not the only person who was 
favored with a ‘sight of this luminous 
lady. A publican in the neighborhood, 
bringing a pot of beer into the house, 
about 11 clock at night, was 80 terri- 
fied that he let the beer fall, upon see- 
ing on the stairs, as he was looking up, 
the bright, shining figure of a woman, 
which cast such a light that he could 
see the dial in the charity school, 
through a window in that building.

A REVIVAL AT DALY’S, 


“wo Gentlemen of Verona” Given a Re- 
production in the New York Theatre. 
(Special Dispatch to the Boston Herald.) 

NEW YORK,.Feb. 25, 1895. All the 
charm of meeting a long expected 
friend attached to the revival of ‘The 
Two Gentlemen of Verona,’ which a 
large audience applauded delightedly 
this evening at Daly's. It is years since 
the work was last seen here. 

Mr. Daly has made several excisions 
and transpositions. The wisdom of 
making the comedy into four acts in- 
stead of five may be disputed. AS 
Shakespeare left it. Sylvia left Julia in 
the fourth act. When the duke, her 
father, discovers her flight in the next 
act the interval of time is theatrically 
accurate. As Mr. Daly has it, Sylvia 
bids farewell to Julia, the page utters 
her plaint to the portrait, Sir Proteus 
and Sir Thurio enter, with the duke 
upon their heels, and they are informed 
by Sylvia’s father that the girl has 
fled. When? one asks, of course. She 
was talking to Julia a few seconds ago. 
The intervention of an extra act did 
away with the possibility of any such 
question. 

Miss Ada Rehan gave in the role of 
Julia another illustration of her ability. 
She was wilful and petulant, and loving 


and pathetic. She had all the graces of 
a beloved woman in the first. two acts, 
and all the heartbroken sadness of the 
deserted Julia in thé third and last act. 

Miss Maxine Elliot had a very exact 
comprehension of her role of Sylvia, 
with a little uncertainty as to how 
to carry it out.. She, locked marvel- 
lously beautiful, even a constant scowl 
failing to destroy the charm of her 
appearance. 

Mr. Frank’ Working, when natural, 
made an excellent impress; as in the 
little outburst when he seized Sylvia 
in the forest and where he was true 
And convincing.

Bonds Parcelled Out to Those Who Had 
the Yellow Metal in store. 
(Special Dispatch to the Boston Herald.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 26, 1895, With the 
bond issue almost a thing of the past, 
Wall street financiers are reviewing the 
entire proceeding. 

Some of the disgruntled ones, those 
who subscribed but failed to obtain 
bonds, are disposed to find fault with the 
syndicate for exercising partiality in al- 
lotting the bonds. 

A majority of the big bank presidents 
who take a broad minded view of the 
matter uphold the syndicate and say 
that the parcelling out of the bonds was 
in line with the same principle upon 
which the syndicate has operated from 
the first. 

A prominent banker who subscribed for 
some of the bonds and received a letter 
of regret, said this morning: 

“The bonds were placed where they 
would do the most good with reference 
to the future, and to keeping the treas- 
ury reserve intact. I think Messrs Bel- 
mont and Morgan did right in giving 
preference to the subscribers who of- 
fered gold which they had in store, It 
was gold the syndicate wanted.” 
| A number of other bank presidents 
spoke in much the same line, and while 
allagree that the Belmont-Morgan syn- 
dicate drove a mighty profitable bargain 
with the government it is also admitted 
that the syndicate has kept to its prom- 
| ise in the matter of giving gold to the 
| treasury and keep:ng the bonds out of 
the hands of speculators who might, if 
they so chose, make further inroads on 
the treasury gold holdings.

Hon. John Haskell Butler also made 
an argument against the bill. He called 
it a radical departure which provides 
for paying money to the assured dur- 
ing his lifetime, since it virtually gives 
an opportunity for raising money. upon 
the insurance certificate. If the bill is 
to pass, at least the speculative feat- 
ure ought to be taken out of it by pro- 
viding that the insttiution to which the 
certificate is made payable should he- 
turn to the heirs of the insured the 
amount not expended for his care and 
maintenance. He tnought, also, that it 
would be wise to strike out from the 
bill the provision that the policy may 
be made payable to a person. He made 
objection, also, to the clause in the 
bill which provides that the consent of 
the beneficiary must be obtained’ be- 
fore the certificate can be transferred 
since the courts have decided. that 
beneficiaries have no vested right in a 
ge sheets i i 

Commissioner Merrill, on the other 
hand, took the ground that it wand 
be very unjust in many cases if such a 
transfer should be made. without the 
consent of the beneficiary named, and 
suggested several modifications of the 
proposed act. 


The second. matter before the com- 
mittee, bill No. 489, was supported by 
Representative W. L. Boutwell of Mal- 
den, who stated that its purpose was to 
allow the orders to put paid agents into 
the field to build up weak lodges, and 
argued that the money. of members, in- 
stead of their time, was perfectly legiti- 
mate for this kind of work. :

NEW YORK, Feb. 27, 1895, The Life 
Insurance Association of New York 
held its ninth annual banquet last night 
at Hotel Brunswick. The ball room 
was decorated with flags, flowers and 
ferns. 

President E. H. Plummer delivered 
an address of weleome. He said: The 
returns of 50 insurance organizations 
for the year 1894 show that the assets 
have passed the billion dollar mark 
and now stand at $1,075,000,000, an in- 
crease in the year of about $25,000,000. 

During 1894 the surplus of these com- 
panies increased $26,000,000, and now 
‘amounts to $144,000,000. There was col- 


lected in premiums $211,500,000, an in- 
crease of $141,000,000. The total reached 
$265,000,000. Over $118,000,000 was  dis- 
tributed to policy holders in 1894, being 
$5,500,000 more than in 1893, and making 
a total paid out in but little more than 
one-half century of over $1,750,000, 000. 

These companies added to the amount 
in force last year $210,000,000 of insur- 
ance, making the total now in force 
about $4,850,000,000, and, in addition to 
this, the industrial companies have in 
force another $800,000,000. 


WANTS PAY FOR ALL THE COSTUMES, 


New York Company Sues T. H. Pratt, Whose 

Opera Production Was Not a Success. 

NEW. HAVEN, Ct, Feb. 27, 1895. In 
the superlor court, before Judge Ralph 

Theeler, the trial of the suit of the 
faves Costume Company of New York 
against Thomas H. Pratt of Clinton, 
Ct., brought to recover $3000, was begun 
today. The plaintiff is represented by 
Tuttle & Wynne of this city, and the 
defendant by ex-Judge Ss. A. York and 
Isaac Wolfe, 

Pratt, who came into a fortune of 


$500,000 when he became of age in 1891, 
launched out into the theatrical busi- 
ness, His first venture was the produc- 
tion of the opera, “The Robbers of the 
Rhine,’ at Miner's Fifth Avenue The- 
atre in New York, during the summer 


of 1892. He expended about $80,000 on the 
production, all of which he lost, the 
opera proving a flat failure. 


Among the many claims against him 
was that of the Eaves Costume Com- 
pany, which made $8400 worth of cos- 
tumes for him. He paid all but about 
$3000 on the account, and the balance 
the company is now suing for. 

The defence is that the delay in the 
completion of the costumes damaged 
Pratt’s interest to the amount of $2000.

The decoration of the Congressional 
Library at Washington is a work that 
ranks with that of the Boston Public 
Library in importance. The plastic dec- 
oration has been in the hands of lead- 
ing American sculptors for some time, 
and that of some, including Bela L. 
Pratt and Cyrus E. Dallin of this eity, 
is well advanced. More recentiy the 
mural decoration has been taken in 
hand, and the work has been intrusted 
to E. H. Blashield, John La Farge, 
Kenyon Cox and George W. Maynard, 
he choice is excellent, only it would 
seem that the same course might 
be adonted in relation to the 
decorative sculpture—that of se- 
lecting the most prominent men 
in the country and commissioning 
them with the work. For example, the 
names of other men who showed their 
talent for decorative painting in the 
work at the World’s fair, beside the 
foregoing, with F. D. Millet at the head 
of them ail, together witn such women 
painters as Mrs. MacMonnies and Mrs. 
Dora Wheeler, would naturally occur, 
besides those of Vedder, Sargent and 
Abbey.’ In a building of such national 
importance care should be taken to se- 
lect as many of the foremost American 
deeorative painters as possible. But as 
the Congressional Library is such an 
enormous building, it seems likely that 
such opportunities will be yet forth- 
coming, It is said that two years are 
given to the decorators in which to com- 
plete their work, and to each is as- 
signed a certain flat wall space, 9x34. 
Some of the designs have been sub- 
mitted and accepted, and the work is 
about to begin. 


The Central Art Association of Chica- 
go has shifted the scene of its princi- 
pal activity for a short time to Minnea- 
polis, where it will hold an exhibition 
{nis week. The showing will include 
‚about 100 canvases. ; 
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There was no large proportion of 
white visitors present, and most of 
them were in some way interested in 
or connected with the education of the 
colored race.

Pitt Dillingham, also lately from Mas- 
sachusetts, and Miss Thomas, from the 
school in Calhoun, Ala.; Rev. Es C. 
Lilsbee, the treasurer of the Lister In- 
stitute of Talladega; Rev. Mr. Burrell 
of the school at Helena, and Miss 
Steele of the Orphanage at Chattanoo- 
ga, and of innumerable other good 
works. There were also present. the 
principals and professors of many other 
schools and colleges in various parts of 
the South, both white and colored. 

it was not these, however, who were 
heard in the Farmers’ conference. That 
was given up to the old negroes, the 
ex-slaves, and so much did they appre- 
ciate the opportunity that a half dozen 
would be on the floor at once, The in- 
terest was intense, and the spectators 
felt it almost as much as the members. 


The subjects discussed were entirely 
practical, as will be seen by the follow- 
inz platform, adopted at the close of 
the day, but made a sort of basis for 
discussion from the beginning. 

Declarations of the fourth 
Tuskeegee negro conference, 
Tuskeegee, Ala., Feb. 20, 18%: 

Four sessions of the Tuskeegee negro 
conference have made clear their wis- 
dom. They give the masses a day in 
school, under most inspiring influences. 
Education, property, character, and 
how to cure the evils that lie in our 
power to remedy, are the subjects dis- 
cussed, 

First—The seriousness of our condi- 
tion lies in that, in the states where 
the colored people aye most numerous, 
at least 9) per cent. of them are in the 
country, they are difficult to reach, and 
but little is being done for them; Their 
industrial. educational and moral con- 
dition is slowly improving, but among 
the masses there is still a great 
amount of poverty and ignorance and 
much need or moral and religious train- 
ing. : 

Second—We urge all to buy land and 
to cultivate it thoroughly; to raise more 
food supplies; to build houses with 
more than one room; to tax ourselves 
to build better school houses, and to 
extend the term to at least six months; 
give more attention to the character 
and welfare of our leaders, especially 
ministers and teachers; to keep out of 
debt; to avoid law suits; to treat our 
women better; and that conferences 
similar in aim to this one be held in 
every community where practicable, 

Third—More can be accomplished by 
going forward that by complaining.

The question of business opportuni- 
ties in the North or South, and of emir 
gration, brought out much interesting 
and amusing experience. It was gener- 
ally agreed that the “breakneck speed”’ 
at which business was done at the 
North was too much for the black 
man; that in the South “a little push 
and 2 little politeness” would go much 
farther. Moreover, it was said with no 


apparent appeciation of the inconsisten- 


cy which it arraigned, that in the South 
there was no difference between the 
black and the white, man in business 
matters, but that this was by no means 
true in the North! 

The emigration agent, whether for 
Africa, or Mexico, or for places nearer 
home, got small shrift. Past experi- 
ences had shown a better way. “We're 
here, and here to stay; and when Ga- 
briel toots his horn, we'll be right where 
we are today,” said one man, who 
counselled his companions, to “make 
the very. best of our condition as it 482 

Not the least important feature of the 
occasion, was the appearance at the 
conference for the first time of Rev. R. 
O. Simpson of Furman, Ala., a white 
Southerner of wealth and prominence. 
He announced himself as the son ofa 
slaveholder, and explained how he had 
been converted to a new mind on the 
subject of the negro largely through 
the influence of a young colored man, a 
graduate of Tuskegee. Mr. «Simpson is 
doing much to carry on a school on his 
own plantation, taught by this young 
man. Jt was most gratifying to hear 
him say that the negroes had improved 
since freedom, that ‘they had better 
teachers and better ministers. 

He bore strong testimony to the value 
of these conferences, and declared ‚that 


the Tuskegee school was a great bles- 
sing to the race and the state. He 
knew, he said that there was not the 


prejudice existing between the races 


‘that there had been, and he felt they 


were to be more united in the future. 


During the afternoon there was also 
held a conference of the women attend- 
ing the gathering. More than a hun- 
dred of these poor women discussed 
topics of the greatest value to their 
daily life. Their “declaration” was con- 
cerned with the neatness and simplicity 
of dress, the care of beds and houses, 
the use of money, the best use of time, 
en of cleanliness and health, and 
the morals of their children. 

The discussions were simple and plain 
but their fruit is beyond estimating. 
Perhaps the _ most discouraging fact 
that appeared was the custom and ap- 
parent necessity that the women should 
work in the fields, and the frequent 
cruelty of the husbands if the wives 
objected. 

Both evenings of the conference were 
occupied with delightful meetings, where 
speeches were made by the distin- 
guished visitors, interspersed with old 
time plantation melodies, with their 
unfading charm. 7 


On Tuesday was held a second con- 
ference, of which there is little space 
to speak, although in some sense it was 
even more important than: the first. 
This was a conference of the educators 
öf the negro, both black and white. 

One after another these men and 
women reported the characteristic feat. 
ures of their schools, until two or three 
things became very evident: That a 
great variety of schools exist, giving 
excellent teaching, which is largely in- 
dustrial; that a suitable number of 
these schools are giving special at- 
tention to those higher branches which 
will fit leaders, ministers, doctors, law- 
vers, teachers for their race, and that

Howard 5 per cent. of the gross receipts 
up to $4000, 15 per cent. up to $6000, and 
2 per cent of all over $6000.

Two companies played it continuously 
for almost two years, and for a longs 
while Mr. Howard’s royalties were $1800 
to $2000 a week, One would think that, 
with a possibility of repeating this tre- 
mendous triumph, he would be a little 
nervous or excited on the new ‘Shenan- 
doah's’ first night. But there he was, 
frigid as a Himalayan peak, leaning 
against the door, wrapt in a sort or 
lotus dream. 

“The play moved along and Howard 
maintained his outward indifference. 
Suddenly, when Col. Kerchival West and 
Gertrude Ellingham, the southern girl, 
were in the midst of their first senti- 
mental scene, and Col. West, bending 
over the girl, said in soft but fervent 
tones, “I love you,’ the dramatist pulled 
himself together, got on his feet, opened 
a little vest pocket notebook 
that he had in the hand that 
had been behind his‘ back, and 
turning into the light, he jotted down 
a few words of memoranda. Then he 
fell back into his listless attitude, to be 
awakened from his seeming dream again 
when Col. West slapped Capt. Thornton’s 
face, and the latter challenged the 
colonel to meet him in a half-hour, when 
there still would be light enough for 
them to see each other’s weapons, He 
made a. note here, too, in his little book.

At the toilet many \useful trifles are 
almost indispensable. Perhaps the ten- 
dency of the present day is to multiply 
them there to an undesirable degree. 


ABOUT CUT GLASS, 

A fine collection of cut glass and 
erystal is always a beautiful thing to 
see. Imported cut glass is now rivalled 
by the American production at a price 
which, though high, is considerably less 
than the foreign. Owing to the great 
amount of work required in eutting 
and polishing and the large percentage 
of breakage while in the hands of the 
‘workmen, cut glass must always be 
valuable. Once, while watching the 
process at an American factory which 
turns out some of the finest in the 


world, I saw a salad bowl break just 
as it was receiving its final touches, 
and this without any fault of the arti- 
san, steve a Philadelphia Times. On

The two finest kinds of glass, Bohe- 
mian and’ Venetian, are named from 
the countries in which their manufac- 
ture has reached a high degree of per- 
fection.

Its production requires both 
technical and artistic skill in  glass- 
blowing, while the Bohemian is dis- 
tinguished by richness! of ornamenta- 
tion through polishing and engraving.

In the Senate this afternoon the com- 
mittee on street railways reported a 
pill relative to the heating of street 
railway cars.

An Old Bill Once Mor 

mittee on Mercantile Affairs. 
At the State House, this morning, be- 
fore the committe on mercantile affairs, 
a hearing was opened on the bill to en- 
able cities and towns to construct, 
maintain and lease conduits and“ the 
connected structures for electrical 
wires, cables and conductors. 

The bill is virtually the same as that 
considered so lengthily before the same 
committtee last year, sixteen hearings’ 
having been given, but there are a few 
modifications. 

Acecrding to the bill now under con- 
sideration,. any city or town in this 
commonwealth of less than 100,000 in- 
habitants, in which any electrical wires, 
cabels or conductors are now in use, or 
may hereafter be about to be put in 
use, by any corporation, firm or indi- 
vidual owner, along or across any pub- 
lic street, avenue or way in such city, 
may construct, operate and maintain 
conduits, manholes and the necessary 
distributing boxes and service pipes, 
connected therewith, and may compel 
any and all corporations, firms and in- 
dividuals using such: wires, cables or 
conductors to place the same in such 
conduits and manholes. 

It is provided that any city or town 
may accept the provisions of the act 
upon yote of a majority of the legal 
voters of such city and hy a two- 
thirds vote of the city council and with 
the approval of the mayor, and any 
such town may, by & three-fourths vote 
of its legal voters. Every city or town 
accepting the provisions of the act 
shall build and prepare for operation 
at least one mile of conduit within one 
year after such acceptance, otherwise 
the acceptance shall be void. Corpora- 
tiohs may be notified upon completion 
of the conduits and will be required 
within one year to remove all or any 

designated part or parts of wires, 
cables and conductors in use, also any 
part or parts of the supporting pole 
or structures. If the corporation does 


not remove its wires as ordered within 
a year, then the city may cause them 
to be removed and may collect all ex- 
penses for such removal from the cor- 
poration, The act does not revoke any 
rights heretofore granted by any city 
or town to any person or corporation. 


For the purpose of defraying the cost 
of construction, any eity or town shall 
have the authority to issue bonds in ex- 
cess of the limit allowed by law to an 
amount not exceeding the cost of con- 
struction. The principal of the bonds 
shall be payable at a period not, ex- 
ceeding 5 per cent. per annum. Cities 
or towns may charge such rental as the 
aity council or the board of seleetmen 
think proper, but the charge shall not 
exceed the amount required to meet the 
annual interest and sinking fund pay- 
ments; nor shall it exceed 12 per cent. 
annually on the cost’ of construction of 
the system, the.same to be apportioned 
among the corporations, firms or indi- 
viduals useing the system, the total 
rental charge to be limited: to such pro- 
portion of the entire cost as. represents,
